MES. ETHEL MOORE CLAIMS TO BE JOHN J. 
O'NEILI/S WISE. 


The Congressman Eepudiates Her—The 
Sequel te an O12 Story—Mrs. Moore- 
O'Neill Now in St. Louis—She Tells Some 
Things About the Congressman Which 
Makes Highly Interesting Reading, but 
Refuses to Tell When She Was Married 
or By Whom—A Racy Interview. 


Readers of the Post-DIsPatcu will remem- 
ber the publication in this paper nearly two 
feats ago of a story concerning John J.

The relations of Mrs. Moore and Mr. O’Neill 
were revived once or twice when Mrs. Moore 
visited this city as Mr. O’Nelll’s guest, and 
he was seen with her at the theater and else- 


where. 
THE SOANDAL REVIVED. 

General interest it had rather died out, how- 
ever, when suddenly, on the last day of the 
old year, December 31, 1886, Mrs. Moore put in 
an appearance at the Southern Hotel and reg- 
istered as Mrs. John J. O'Neill. The fact that 
Mrs. Jobn J. O’ Neill and Mrs. Moore were one 
and the same person was known only 
to those about the hotel.

This contract is worth over $350,000 
a year, and would go far towards paying for 
the establishment of a plant. The most ex- 
pert gas engineers state that gas can be manu- 
factured in this city at 40 cents per thousand 
with the present uses for residuals. These 
are constantly becoming more numerous and 
the cost js accordingly being reduced steadily. 

No public move has been made by the gen- 
tlemen interested in the proposed corporation 
and until to-day nothing definite was known 
concerning the plan. Delegate John 
E. Mohan was asked concerning the 
report and said: ‘‘Yes, it is a fact. 
A new company, to be called the 
St. Louis Gas Company will shortly be formed 
and probably will apply for a franchise during 
the coming spring. am not at liberty to 

who are the promoters of the project, 
but I can say that thelr number in- 
cludes none of the parties managing the 
companies now in operation. The gentlemen 
who wil ize the new com are prin- 
cipally building contractors, who are going 
into it as a business venture. They think they 
can see their way to making money in the bus- 
oe ‘ Further than this Ican’t speak of the 
project.’’

AN OTHER TACK 


TO BE TAKEN IN THE INQUIRY INTO THE 
GAS POOL. 


Supt. Taylor of the st. Louis Gas Light Com- 
pany Tells the Committee That the Com- 
pany Has Voluntarily Furnished a Better 
Quality of Gas Than the City Contracted 

* For—The Developments of Yesterday's 
Session a Surprise—Mr. Newman Will 
Take the Stand. 


The Assembly committee appointed to get at 
the secrets of the great gas pool has decided 
to change its course again. The members are 
now convinced that there is little use at pres - 
ent trying to find out what fraud has 
been practiced on consumers. The com- 
plaints have been numerous concerning the 
quality of the gas. Men who devote special 
attention to the subject of illuminating prob- 
lems swore that the complaints were well 
founded, but in the face of these facts 
the company’s superintendent swears 
that the gas has been above 
the required power. Chairman Stone to day 
said: ‘‘I certainly do not know what to make 
of this conflict in the testimony presented to 
the committee. I don’t think thereis any 
doubt now about the fact that 
the gas is good. The question is, of what 
power has the gas been? We will drop this 
branch of the investigation for the present, 
and clear up the history of the Trust.’’ 

Mr. Socrates Newman will be the first wit- 
ness called inthis connection. His examina- 
tion will probably bring outa full history of 
the dickering of the Philadelphia people with 


the St. Louis Gas-Light Company. He will be 
placed on the stand on Friday a ternoon if he 
will answer to the summons issued by the 
committee. 
SUPERINTENDENT TAYLOR’S TESTIMONY 
The examination of 73 . — Taylor 
ofthe St. Louis Gas-Light Company, made 
yesterday by the joint committee of the Muni- 
cipal Assembly, was disappointing in its re- 
suits. It needs no scientist to.convince the 
gas-consumers that for several months 
they have been furnished with very poor 
lights, Director Charles Green said on the 
witness stand that the gas was unquestion- 
— poorer since the Philadelphia syndicate 
taken things in hand than when the St. 
Louls comp pany managed its own affairs. 
Several electriclans, who had reasons for 
closely observing the illuminating power of 
the gas, testified under oath that it was not 
more than eight or nine candle power. It was 
to ascertain the cause of this that Supt. Taylor 
was called before the committee yesterday. 
His testimony did not make it clear by any 
means. The witness said he had been the as- 
sistant to General-Manager Nash, and on that 
gentleman retiring had taken charge of the 
manufacturing. e was asked particularly 
about the conversations he had bad with Mr. 
Nash concerning the plans of the Philadelphia 
syndicate on obtaining control of the works. 
itness had never had any conversation of 
8 Mr. Nash had spoken about put - 
ng in 
A SMALL WATER-GAS PLANT 
for the summer when it was hard to get men 
to do the work. Asked what instructions he 
had had concerning the quality of the gas 
manufactured since he has 1 in control of 
the works he said he had never 
received any instruction concerning the 
as. The requirement of the ordinance is 
ourteen candle power. The fluid manufac- 
tured by the pm — had never been lower 
than this for thirty-six hours at any one time. 
The gas manufactured by the St. uis com- 
pany was sixteen candle power, which expe- 
rience had shown gave the richest and best 
light. During the carnival season two years 
aao the company had made eighteen candle 
power gas and found that it was 
NOT AS GOOD 48 16 CANDLE POWER, 
as it smoked the globes. In answer to a ques- 
tion he said that he thought the assembly bad 
made a mistske in specifying in the new ordi- 
nance that the gas should be 18 candle power. 
The company could make 18 power gas at as 
low a cost as aoe are making 16 candle power. 
When asked again concerning the complaints 
on the quality of the gas, he said that the gas 
had as arule been over 15.50 candle power, 
and had often run several points over the re- 
quired power. His tests were made with a jet 
photometer, which was not perfectly accurate, 
but which was approximately correct. 
He had not heard the complaints, 
but was inclined to think that 
they were due to local causes and not to the 
me ear of the gas.

CAME BACK TO JAIL. 


Frank Robinson Deseribes the Ludicrous 
Manner in Which He Escaped. 


Frank Robinson, the negro who escaped 
from the Deputy Sheriffs Monday noon while 
being taken from the prisoners’ dock of the 
Court of Criminal Correction to the jail, this 
morning walked into the Sheriff’s office at the 
Four Courts and surrendered himself. He 
was accompanied by Robert Miller, 
brother of the Tenth street coal mer- 


chant, for whom he works. The negro 
laughed over his escape and regarded the 
matter as a huge joke. He said he had en- 
joyed his two days of UÜberty and 
was now willing to return to jail. A Deputy 
Sheriff wassentdown with him and he was 
once more lodged behind the bars. Robin- 
son’s feet were almost bare, his clothes tat- 
tered and torn, and the authorities have a 
vague ideathat he is glad to get back to the 
genial warmth of the jail after experiencing 
— of the hardships of the cold, cold worid. 
As related by himseif the story of the ne- 
gro’s escape is very funny. ou know

MURDERED BY LYNCHERS. 


Some Startling Revelations Regarding the 
Murder of Rer. Mr. Ryan. 


PARKERSBURG, W. Va., January 11,—The 
Rev. Thomas PF. Ryan, a noted Methodist min- 
ister of this State, living in Roane Oounty, 
about forty miles from here, was brutally mur- 
dered in the presence of his family and at his 
own home in October last. He had just re- 
turned from a conference with $400, and the 
purpose of the murder was evidently robbery. 
Within two or three days after that three 
young men, Robert and George Duff and Ches- 
ter Coon, were brutally lynched forthe mur- 
der. It has been the prevailing opinion 
that the lynchers and murderers 
were the same parties, and that 
they lynched innocent men to cover their own 
crime. Since the events just stated took place 
Detectives Alfred Burnett and Daniel Cun- 
ningham have been working upon the case, 
and last night, for the first time, made public 
the facts in regard to the matter. Cunning- 
ham says that aboutthe time the war broke 
out a number of familiescame from Clinch 
River, Russell Co., Va., and squatted on the 
Bruen estate without either buying or leasing 
the land, and a secret band was 


organized which was to run the neighborhood 
as it pleased and protect their se 
squatters. Most of the arrests of e hand 
since 1874 have been made b — K. ot one 
family and by the Duffs. In regard to the 
more recent doings of the band, the names of 
— aeves members, the pass word and 
forth, iven. The ‘‘consolidated band 
held * ngs every week, and every meeting 
they took a new oath to divulge nothing 
upon penalty of death. About three weeks 
before Ryan was murdered chew held a 
meeting at Kentuck, at which it was moved 
that they proceed at once to lynch Canning: 
ham, George and Robert Duff, Frank Sham 
lin, Doc Jones and Jack Parsons, The motion 
was seconded, but was voted down by avery 
small majority. The next week a meeting 
was held at the same place and the same 
motion was made and again lost by a small 
majority. At this meeting four of the mem- 
bers, for whom it was getting too murderous, 
withdrew from the band. The next week the 
Duffs and Chess Coon were lynched sure 
enough. 

After George Duff had been fatally wounded 
by the lynchers, Squire Taylor ordered the 
arrest of Bob Duff and Chess Coon. The next 
evening ’Squire Gardee ordered them taken 
to Walton. The constables disobeyed orders. 
Coon was taken to Joe Cook’s and Duff to 
Dave Oox’ residence for the night. That night 
the band had a secret meeting at the Linn 
Camp school-house. It was decided to lynch 
Coon and Duff immediately, though some 
voted to wait until Monday. Ben Coon, an 
uncle of Chess Coon, oneof the men whom 
they were going to lynch was elected leader, 
and he accepted the position. They went to 
Cook’s, where Chess Coon was, took him out 
and hanged him. Then they ‘went to Dave 
Cox’, took Bob Duff out and cut his throat 
with a knife. He was first stabbed in the 
stomach and breast, then a gash was cut in 
his throat, and finally Duff’s head was held 
back while one man cut his throat from ear to 
ear. 

In regard to the murderers of Ryan being 
We have 
secured evidence enough to prove, and will 
prove, that the men who lynched Coon and 
the Duff boys were the same men that mur- 
dered Rev. Thomas P. Ryan. The five or six 
men engaged in the murder of Ryan do not all 
live in Roane County. I have their names, 
and they are all in that county now, with some 
possible exceptions.’ 

A number of original letters are also made 
public in which prominent citizens have been 
warned to leave the country. These warnings 
are all signed ‘‘Regulators,’’ and are ad- 
dressed to men and women. The common 
form is to threaten destruction of property, 
mutilation of body or other outrageous 
conduct. The slightest offense on the part of 
any one was punished with a warning, and the 

ersons warned generally found it wise to 
eave. The grips and other secret signs of the 
band are given. The forefinger of the right 
hand placed around the thumb is the signal 
for a meeting when it was dark and the same 
finger thrust into the hand, that a meeting 
was to be held at once and in the davtime. 
The men make oath to the above statements, 
and a number of affidavits accompany the 
publication.

SNUBBED THE SCOTCH. 


THE QUEEN REFUSES TO DISPLAY THE 
JUBILEE PRESENTS AT GLASGOW. 


Dr. Mackensie Summoned by the Crown 
Prince Personally—Gifts to the Distin- 
guished Physician—The Greek Matr. 
monial Project—Disposition of the Pope’s 
Jubilee Gifts — Balfour Trampling on 
Law. 


Special Cablegram to the Pogt-Dispatch. 

LONDON, January 11.—The Queen bas re- 
fused to allow her jubilee presents to be ex- 
hibited atthe Glasgow Exhibition, although 
the Lord Provost’s application was strongly 
supported by Lord Lothian, the Secretary of 
State for Seotiand. Itis rather hard thatthe 
people of Scotland should have no oppor- 
tunity of viewing these magnificent tributes. 
But I suppose that the Queen is eager to pack 
them away at Osborne and at Balmoral, for 
they are regarded by Her Majesty as her own 
personal possessions, and notin any sense as 
Crown property. 

WHO SUMMONED MACKENZIB? 

I have the best authority for contradicting 
the report which has gained universal cre- 
dence in Germany that it was the Crown Prin- 
cess who insisted last May on summoning Sir 
Morell Mackenzie to Potsdam. One of the 
greateat throat specialists In Berlin advised 
the Crown Prince to obtain Dr. Mackenzie's 
opinion, and this specialist, who was to have 
operated on the Crown Prince’s larnyx, posi- 
tively refused to undertake the case until Dr. 
Mackenzie had been oonsulted. The real fact 
is that our countryman was neither sent for 
by the Orown Princess nor dispatched by the 
Queen; but that his aid was requested by the 
invalid himself, who acted on the advice of a 
famous German expert. 

OOSTLY GIFTS TO 6IR MORELL. 

Among the costly New Year's gifts which 
Sir Morell Mackenzie has received from the 
Crown Prince and imperial family there is 
none he values more than the photograph of 
the Prince in Highland costume which was 
sent after him to the railroad station when he 
was leaving San Remo. On the back it bears 
the following inscription written by the Orown 
Prince:

HUMBERT’S GIFT. 

The King of Italy has sent a magnificent 
New Year’s gift to the German Crown Prince 
and Crown Princess in the shape of an epergne 
of solid silver, beautifully chased, which is an 
exact model of the far-famed turtle fountain 
at Rome. 

THE GREEK MATRIMONIAL PROJECT. 

I stated a fortnight ago that a rumor had 
reached me that one result of the recent 
family gathering at Fredensborg would proba 
bly be a marriage between the Duke of Sparta, 
Crown Prince of Greece, and one of the 
younger daughters of the Prince and Princess 
of Wales. A correspondent who is thoroughly 
well informed on the subject tells me that this 
match would afford the keenest satisfaction to 
the Greeks. But he adds that according to the 
constitution of the Heilenic Kingdom it is im- 
perative that the heir apparent should marry 
a member of the Greek orthodox church and 
it appears that in thatchurch marriages be- 
tween first cousins are forbidden. Of course 
with regard to the first difficulty the bride 
would enter the Greek church just as did the 
present Empress of Russia and also her two 
predecessors on the throne. 

THE POPE’S JUBILEE GIFTS. 

The Pope has provided for the distribution 
of his jubilee gifts after his death. The pres- 
ents from sovereigns and all the most valua- 
ble articles are to form a new museum in the 
Vatican, except those which are of an ecclesi- 
astical character, which are to be given to St. 
Peter's. Everything else is to be distributed 
among the hospitals of Rome. The Pope is 
about to announcea special discipline, i. e., 
he is going to select some particular sin which 
he thinks most rampantinthis present year 
of grace and prociaim it undera particular 
penalty. His Holiness ls reported to be some- 
what bewildered by the enormous choice 
which offers iteelf to his notice. 

QUEEN SOPHIE. 

The Queen of Sweden will occupy Crag Head, 
a villa on the East Clif near Boscombe, dur- 
ing her approaching stay at Bournemouth. 
Her ailments are quite as much mental as 
physical. Queen Sophie, who is the aunt of 
the Duchess of Albany, will probably be ao- 
companied to Bournemouth by her eldest 
sister, the Dowager Princess of Wied. 

A BIG PROJECT. 

A syndicaté of Lancashire cotton spinners 
are negotiating with Lord Tredegar for the 
purchase of a tractof land in the vicinity of 
Cardiff docks, on which it is intended to build 
eleven cotton mille, each of which is to hold 
60,000 spindles. This represents an expenditure 
of nearly $3,000,000 and the projected works 
would employ at least 8,000 persons. The sales 
at the London auction market during 1887 have 
not been quite 660 humerous as in 1886, the 
figures for 1887 being £8,989,0089 as against 
£4,120 ,044 for 1886. Going back ten years, how- 
ever, the difference between the sales of 1887 
and 1877 gives a decrease amounting to a sum 
of 47,749, 788, thus showing the enormous de- 
cline that has taken place in salability and 
value of landed property. 

CHURCHILL IN RUSSIA. 

Far from Lord Randolph Ohurchill having a 
mission from the Premier in connection with 
his visit to Russia, Lord Salisbury is con- 
siderably perturbed at the visit, as he is 
afraid that it may sadly interferé with certain 
little views he has in hand. It is to be hoped 
it. may. 
THE AYLESFORD LIBRARY. 

The celebrated Aylesford library is about to 
be removed from Packington Hall, Warwick- 
shire, and it will be sold at Christies’ on the 
18th of February. This brary includes a rare 
and splendid collection of ancient books, 
many early Bibles and avery fine series of 
country histories, as well as the first four 
editions of Shakspeare. 

BALFOUR. 

Mr. Balfour must be impeached as soon as 
there is a constitutional majority in Pariia- 
ment. Had he merely acted in conformity 
with his own coercion act he would have 
been within the letter of the law. But he has 
not only perverted this act; he has gone be- 
yond it and trampled on ali las. What more 
did Strafford do? And we know what hap- 
pened to Strafford when friends of the Consti- 
tution had a majority in Parliament. It is no 
excuse for Mr. Balfour’s servile instruments 
that they act in obedience to orders any more 
than it would be to a magistrate in England 
who committed murder and pleaded the 
orders of home society. These men in the 
end will all have to be ejected from 
public service, and they Will have reason to 
be thankful if worse things do hot befall them.

NOTHING BUT PURE ENGLISH IN THE 
SCHOOLS. 


The Schoel Board Ousts German and 
— Against Aay Foreign Accent ia 


The decision of the School Board last night, 
as reported in the proceedings given below, 
to abolish German after January 29, will throw 
mearly one hundred German teachers out of 
employment. There are two classes of Ger- 
man teachers: Those who teach German only 
and are called ‘‘special’’ German teachers, 
and those who teach German and English. 
Of the specials, there are ninety-four who 
will be turned out on the date prescribed. 
Due notice of the vacating of their positions 
will be sent from the Superintendent’s office. 
Of the second class, the German-English, 
there are about seventy-five. These will not 
be affected in the least by the abolition of Ger- 
man, which they have been teaching as an ex- 
tra. They will simpy go on with 
the regular English teaching they 
have been engaged in. The question 
arising whether these teachers would not be 
getting the old salary for doing less than the 
old work, it was stated to-day at Superintend- 
ent Long’s office that these teachers had al- 
ways beencrowded with work by teaching 
German, and that now they could give the 
proper attention to the English studies. The 
question was asked las, night in the Board 
meéting, and occurs to a great many: What 
will become of the German teachers? Will 
they sever all connection with the public 
schools? 

The ninety-four teachers who will be dis- 
placed will have their names entered on the 
big book, from which are supplied teachers 
for vacancies. As soon as a Vacancy occurs a 
teacher is taken from the list in the book 
in the order of her position. There 
are now forty **‘extras’’ in the 
book. Of course, the ninety-four Ger- 
man teachers cannot expect to get in 
ahead of these, and probably don’t expect to, 
but whether they will come in immediately 
after them is another thing. The January

REVELATIONS OF DOMESTIC BRUTALITY IN 
THE DIVORCE COURT TO-DAY. 


A Wife Beaten and Driven From Home 
Twice—A Decree Granted to Mrs. Mauer 
~Brief but Bitter Experience of Mrs. 
Jessey—A Decree for Maintenance of 
Mrs. Dwyer Modified —Decisions by 
Judge Barclay This Morning. 


Judge Lubke to-day heard and disposed of 
the Mauer divoree case. The suit was entered 
by Mrs. Mathilde Mauer against John Mauer. 
They were married on the llth of November, 
1874, and they separated on the 12th of June, 
1886. Mre. Mauer alleged that in May of 1886 
her husband treated her in the most brutal 
manner; that he whipped her without any 
provocation, leaving wounds and sores for 
many days. He cursed and abused her in 
every way, making use of vile language and 
humiliating herin the presence of other peo- 
ple. On one of the occasions she was com- 
pelled for safety to seek refuge in the home of 
aneighbor. On the 10th of June, 1686, Mrs. 


Mauer alleged that her husband gave her\a 
brutal beating and threatened to kill ner then 
and there. She managed to get away from him 
and ran to a neighbor’s house, and from that 
time she resolved to put an end to her troubles 
by seeking relief through the courts. 

She stated, furthermore, that her husband 
had failed to provide for her for two years 
past, and that she had been compelled to seek 
domestic employment in order tolive. Her 
husband ha en to drinking, and he squan- 
dered not only hisown means, but whatever 
money belonging to her that he could lay his 
pen upon. o Court granted Mrs. Mauer a

A Few Months’ Experience. 


A petition for divorce was filed in the Oircuit 
Court to-day by Mrs. Emelia Jessey against 
Nicholaus Jessey. The marriage took place 
on the llth of September, 1886, and they lived 


together until May 10 of last year. Mrs. 
Jessey complains of cruel treatment 
on the part of her husband, 
rendering her condition intolerabte. 
She states that he whipped and kicked her 
around the house on several occasions with- 
out any provocation whatsoever; that he 
tried to choke her on several occasions, called 
her vile names in the presence of others, 
uttered false accusations against ber and did 
everything in his power to humiliate her. She 
bore this condition of affairs for a long time 
and finding no signs of improvement was 
compelled to seek relief in the divorce court. 
She asks for restoration of her maiden name, 
Amelia Posey. There were ne children dy 
the marriage. . 


Mrs. Dwyer’s Maintenance. 


Judge Barclay to-day rendered a decision in 
the maintenance case of Dwyer vs. Dwyer. 
This couple figured in the divorce court and 
passed through allthe appellate stages. The 


defendant, the husband, coniplained of the 
decree for alimony, because Of its practical 
hardshiph, is estate consisting of realty of 
which he cannot make satisfactory sale with- 
out his wife’s relinquishment of dower, which 
she refuses to give. The wife complained that 
the allowance made by the Oourt, $25 per 
month, is entirely inadequate and insisted 
that it be increased and that 
counsel fees be added. The matters which 
the husband urged as grounds for a 
new trial the Court regards as of such a nature 
as cannot now be considered. It they are 
proper matters of defense * cannot be 
urged at this stage of the proceed- 
ings. The Court feit bound to apply 
the clear intimations of the Appellate Court 
with reference to the rights of these parties to 
the facts shown in regard to their property 
and necessities respectively. The judgment is 
modified so that it may be expressly limited in 
its operation to the joint lives of the parties, 
or until the further order of this court on 
cause shown meanwhile. 

The Court finds no authority for any allow- 
ance of counsel fees to the wife in an action of 
this kind, and considers the allowance suffi- 
cient in view of all the facts and the rulings of 
the Appellate Court. The decrea is modified, 
but the motion for a new trial is overruled. 


Funds in Name of a Deceased Wife. 


Judge Woerner has before him in the Pro- 
bate Gourt to day the question of the appoint- 
ment of an administrator for funds in the 
Bank of Commerce, deposited there in the 


name of Mrs. Presley N. Jones, who died a 
short time since. From the testimony 
adduced it 1 that Mrs. Jones did 
her busbande banking business and 
controlled his finances. She deposited about 
about $1,200 at the bank and a certificate was 
given in her oon name. At the time of her 
sickness her husband assigned the certificate 
to Marcus P. Wolff, and after death payment 
was refused by the bank on the ground that no 
administrator had been appointed. As there 
are no debts the parties in interest resisted the 
appointment of an administrator. Banks ob- 
serve the greatest caution in cases of deposits 
made by * since deceased, and all legal 
technicalities are resorted to.

BOLD AND OPEN. . 


The Gigantic Timber- Land Grab by a Scotch 
Syndicate. 


New Tonk, January 11.—The Herald this 
morning printe a three-column letter from 
Eureka, Cal., in regard to a gigantic timber- 
land steal. The correspondem states that a 
foreign syndicate is operating in the Red wood 
district, of which Eurekais the centre, and 
that it has already gobbled up 64,000 acres of 
the finest red wood forests in the world. The 
correspondent says: ‘‘Of all the numerous 
robberies of the Government of the United 


States which have disgraced tne West- 
ern and .Pacific slope States during the 
past two decades, no one has possessed 
the monumental earmarks of unbiushing 
fraud to a more startling degree than the one 
about to be related. For rugged * 
ness of roguery, the California Redwood Com- 
pany’s robbery is unigue.’’ He then goes on 
to tell how the California Redwood Company 
was organized in Edinburg in 1883. The Di- 
rectors were Sir George Warrender, Bart.; E. 
D. I. Biythe, Esq. , Edinb ; Thomas Neilson 
Esq., Edinburg: Patrick Stirling, Esq., of 
Kippendavie; Wm. John Menzies, Edinburg, 
and R. Bruce Johnston, Edinburg. These gen- 
tliemen, who supplied or controlled the capital 
had the power to add to their number six other 
directors, according to discretion. James D. 
Walker, an Englishman, of San Francisco was 
chosen the President. Charles H. King of 
San Francisco and David Evans of Eureka were 
created General Managers. A number of no- 
torious land sharks were hired by the company 
and sent to Eureka and they soon ha 
the plans perfected for the great 
fraud. The headquarters of the gang 
was in a back room of the tough gin shop 
of Gordon Barnum, a local sport, whose 
establishment was the result of the rough 
floating I of a Pacific slope new sea- 
port. hree blocks away from Barnum’s 
saloon was located the United States Land 
Office.

Lonpon, January II.—Kllrain and Smith 
began their engagement at the Royal Aqua- 
rium, Westminster, Monday night, beforea 
very moderate-sized audience, especially 
small in fact for the holiday season.

Whoever won, however, he hoped they should 
shake hands afterward.

BERENICE LEE’S STORY. 


A Case of Barbarity Unequaled in the His- 
tery of Crime in St. Louis. 


Mrs. Olivia Lee of No. 218 Hast Stein street, 
who is accused of so inhumanly treating her 
step-child, Berenice Lee, aged 11 years, as 
told in yesterday’s Post-DIsPaTCH, was ar- 
rested by a Deputy Sheriff at her home last 
evening on a warrant charging her with as- 
gault and battery. After being locked up in 
| the Carondelet Police Station for awhile she 
gave bond in the sum of $200, with N. M. Pe- 

rson as security, and was released. The lit- 
tle child is at the City Hospital, where she was 
sent last evening for treatment. An examina- 
tion her there revealed that while 
there was no fracture of the arm, 

was supposed bot arms an 
hands were terribly lacerated and bruised. 
There were sevenl scalp wouuds, but no 
fracture of the skull. The child’s whole body 
was a mass of bruises and sores and Dr. Dalton

A TERRIBLE O 
The police authorities all that this is 
the worst case of inhumanity ever called to 
their attention. Little Berenice is a peculiarly 
bright and handsome child despite the ill- 
usage and deprivations she has undergone, 
Her mother died some five years ago and the 
little one was sent to an orphanasylum. The 
mother was a sister of John E. Mowry of 1118 
South Thirteenth street and he 
soon afterward took charge of the 
child. His wife, a kindly, sympathetic lady. 
took the best of care of the little one until a 
couple of years later, when the father, Frank 
J. Lee, a laborer in an oil factory, remarried. 
This time he married one Olivia Waters and the 
child was taken from the uncle. Mrs. Mo 
says that when the little one left her home she 
was a heaithy, handsome child, while now, 
though the traces of beauty are still observa- 
ble, she presents a picture of misery, cruelty 
and want. When Mrs. Mowry took her to the 
Mayor’s office yesterday afternoon she was 
to the police. In Chief Hueb- 
office an examination 
was made, and it re- 
vealed a sight that almost forced tears to 
the eyes of men who are accustomed to be- 
holding all sorts of inhuman sights. Her face 
was full of cuts, bruises and discolorations, 
and her neck was a mass of sores. These she 
explained were inflicted by her stepmother, 
who attempted to choke her nearly every day, 
and in . so ran her finger nails into the 
flesh. One of her arms had been fractured 
about six months ago by her mother, who 
made her tell the neighbors thatshe broke it 
by falling into the cellar, threatening to kill 
her if she disclosed the truth to anybody. The 
finger-nail printsin the neck are unmistaka- 
ble. It was anyones that one 
of her arms was ractured still, but 
an examination at the hospital showed 
it to be all right as told above. In the 
little one’s thigh was a hole large enough to 
* one’s finger into. She also had a terri- 
le gash inthe back of her head, which was 
still bleeding. Thisshe said had been pro- 
duced by the stepmother striking her with a 
stove lifter. Her tather, she stated, never in- 
terfered. He had seen the woman 
THROW A GLASS DISH 
at her head and never said a word. Monday 
the stepmother struck heron the head with a 
lifter because she claimed she had drank the 
baby’s milk, although she had not touched it. 
Just previous tostriking her with the lifter 
the woman had pulled out her hair and 
beaten her most brutally. Then she resolved 
to leave home. When sent to the grocery yes- 
terday morning by her mother she bor- 
rowed a nicke from the grocer and 
came up town on the street car to 
her aunt, Mrs. Mowry. The latter took her to 
the Four Courts and to the Mayor’s office and 
then back to the Four Courts. Little Berenice 
stated that she had to nurse her stepmother’s 
2-year-old son all day and light the fires in the 
morning, clean u the house and, 
in short, do nearly all the work of the place. 
When told that the stepmother would be ar- 
rested she burst into tears and said she 
did not wantto take her away from the little 
boy, whom the child evident beng loves, 
despite all the trouble he has been the inno- 
cent cause of getting her into. When the 
child is able to leave the hospital her aunt will 
Mrs. Lee denies the ac. 
cusations of the child, but there are marks of 
inhumanity on the girl which will have to be 
explained.
